Reports were in circulation in Rio, that Buenos 
Ayres has concluded a peace with the Brazilians, 
but no certain information of that event had reached 
there when the C., sailed. 

The U.S. ship Macedonian, Com. BinpLe, and 
sloop of war Boston, Capt. Horrman, were at Rio, 
5th July, discharging their crews—their term of 
service having expired.

BALTIMORE AND OHIO RAIL ROAD. 

Weare gratified to learn, from a paragraph in the 
Gazette, that the line of the Rail-road as far as to 
Ellicott’s Mills, has been put under contract. Some 
of the contractors are busily employed in the con- 
struction of houses for the accommodation of a large 
force— others are actively at work, and in the course 
of a few days, it is expected that this portion of the 
road will exhibit a very lively scene. ‘The contracts 
have been taken, in general, atfair prices. This por- 
tion of the line will be pressed on with energy; and, 
in the mean time, every effort is making to effect the 
location westward, so as to enable the Directors to 
put under contract, early this fall, another division 
of the road of from fifteen to twenty miles.

We understand the proprietors of the Union Line 
of Steam Boats and Stages, between this city and 
Philadelphia have determined upon running a line 
upon the Chesapeake and Deleware Canal route. 
This arrangement will go into effect immediately on 
the completion of that great national work. From 
the long experience and enterprise of the gentlemen 
engaged in that concern we anticipate a good and 
efficient line. —— 

Chesapeake and Ohio Canal.—Twenty miles of 
the canal have, says the National Intelligencer, been 
located, and are now ready, and will be let tounder- 
takers lower, probably, than the estimates of the con- 
vention, or of the civil engineers, as the actual loca- 
tion is shorter than the estimate by five eighths of a 
mile. The expense of making this part of the canal, 
it is believed will be less by 75,000 dollars than the 
estimate which is before the public.

THE NAVY.—The Boston Gazette, of Satur- 
day, contains an article in relation to this arm of the 
public defence, which cannot fail to be perused 
with interest. The American Navy consists of 
forty vesse's of which there are seven 74’s, or ships 
of the line; seven 44’s or frigates of the first class ; 
four of the second class, including the Fulton steam 
ship; twelve sloops of war; seven schooners, and 
other vessels. The 74’s are the Independence, 
Franklin, Washington, Columbus, Ohio, North- 
Carolina, and Delaware—the Frigates are the 
Costitution, United States, Guerriere, Java, Poto- 
mac, Brandywine, and Hudson, Congress, Con- 
stellation, Macedonian and Fulton—the sloops of 
war are the John Adams, Cyane, Hornet, Erie, 
Ontario, Peacock, Boston, Lexington, Vincennes, 
Warren, Natchez and Falmouth—the schooners 
are, among others, the Dolphin, Grampus. Por- 
poise, Shark, Fox, Alert and Sea-Gull. At the 
present time, nineteen of the above are in ordinary, 
and twenty one in commission. In addition, five 








ships of the line, six frigates, and four sloops of war, 





are now building, and in a state of forwardness. 
The Constitution, United States and Consteliauon 
frigates were launched in 1797. and ave the oldest 
vessels in the Navy ; the Congress and John Adams 
in 1799; the Hornet in 1803, from which time till 
1813, an interval of ten years, no public vessel was 
built. The Macedonian frigate, and Alert sloop of 
war, captured in that year, have ever since remain- 
ed in the navy. Of the vessels at sea, the Dela- 
ware 74, Java 44, Ontario 18, Lexington 18, and 
Warren 18, form a squadron in the Mediterranean, 
of which the former is the flag ship The Brandy- 
wine 44, Vincei.nes 18, and Dolphin 18, are in the 
Pacific; the Macedonian 36, and Boston 18, on the 
coast of Brazils; the Constellation 36, the Hornet 
18, Erie 18, Natchez 18, Falmouth 18, Grampus 
12, and Shark 12, are in the West Indies. 

The new sloop of war Fairnrietp, Capt. Parker, 
has hauled out from the Navy Yard, and is to sail 
immediately for the Mediterranean. —The Hudson, 
frigate, is ready forsea, bound to Brazil. The £rie 
sloop of war, is fitting for the W. India station — 
NM. Y. Merc. Adv. 

The Springs.—The Saratoga Sentinel, of August 
12,says:—Nearly 1000 strangers arrived in this 
place during the past week ; and the register now 
exhibits 500 more names than that of last year at the 
same date. Should the present warm weather con- 
tinue, the town will doubtless remain crowded 
the present month. 

Northern Lights, or the Aurora Borealis, made 
a splendid appearance, from 10 to 12 o’clock on 
Saturday night last. N. Yk. Eng. 

We mentioned yesterday, upon the authority of a 
letter from England, that Mr. Sparks had been de- 
nied further access to the British Colonial Office. 
His object in applying for access to the office was to 
collect documents and facts relating to Amer'can 
history, particularly such as might be of use to him 
in the publication of Washington's letters, a part of 
the plan of that publication being to insert notes 
illustrative and explanatory of the subjects of the 
letters; and it was apprehended that his exclusion 
from the Colonial Office, might deprive him of the 
means of collecting materials of essential impor- 
tance in prosecuting his work. We understand 
from another quarter, however, that, though the late 
change of ministry has thrown some obstacles in 
his way, or rather deprived him of the facilities he 
had obtained through the influence of Mr. Huskison, 
still he is likely to obtain all the most important ma- 
terials which the British archives can supply, for 
his proposed publication —BSost.

Kite Coach.—At the Ascot heath races in En- 
gland, attention was attracted by a novel exhibition, 
and which was no other than the famous Kite Coach, 
which drawn by two kites, travelled at a rapid pace, 
at the back of the royal stand. His Majesty left the 
front of the stand, in order to have a full view of it. 
On our return from the races (says a London paper) 
we had a better opportunity of witnessing the power 
of this extraordinary machine ; an immense number 
of carriages were assembled about half a mile this 
side of Staines, and the Kite Coach starting with 
them, not only left them in the lurch and passed 
every thing on the road, butactually beat Mr. Sher- 
man’s Bull and Mouth Coach (a quick one) by half 
an hour, in the short distance between Staines and 
Smallberry Green, 8 miles.
